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Introduction 


This  directory  was  prepared  in  response  to  the 
many  enquiries  received  by  the  Museum 
Services  Programme  from  community 
museums  in  Alberta  regarding  the  availability 
and  sources  of  various  museum  materials  and 
supplies  recommended  for  collections  care, 
storage,  management,  exhibition  and  security. 

While  the  immediate  incentive  for  the  project 
was  the  expressed  needs  of  Alberta's  museum 


community,  another  important  factor  was  the 
recent  release  of  two  publications:  The  ABCs  of 
Collections  Care  by  Teresa  Gillies  and  Neal 
Putt,  published  by  the  Manitoba  Heritage 
Conservation  Service  in  1990  and  updated  in 
1991  and  the  Standard  Practices  Handbook  for 
Museums  published  by  the  Alberta  Museums 
Association  in  1990.  Both  of  these  excellent 
publications  have  led  to  many  people  in 
community  museums  in  Alberta  asking  where 
materials  and  supplies  could  be  acquired 
locally. 
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Another  publication  which  results  in  enquiries 
regarding  local  suppliers  is  Museum  and 
Archival  Supplies  Handbook,  published  by  the 
Ontario  Museum  Association  and  the  Toronto 
Area  Archivists  Group  (3rd  Edition,  1985). 

In  many  ways,  this  directory  is  also  an  update 
of  information  made  available  in  1984  through 
the  publication:  Housekeeping  Our  Heritage: 
Practical  Advice  for  Alberta  Collections, 
published  by  the  Provincial  Museum  of 
Alberta.  Now  long  out  of  print,  this  publication, 
known  informally  as  "The  Red  Book,"  included 
a  list  of  suppliers  of  museum  materials  which 
was  a  valuable  resource  for  museums  at  the 
time,  but  is  now  out  of  date. 

The  product  descriptions  in  the  directory  are 
not  intended  to  be  a  "how  to"  guide  regarding 
conservation  or  restoration  techniques.  Rather, 
it  is  seen  as  a  companion  reference  to  be  used 
alongside  publications  such  as  the  Standard 
Practices  Handbook  for  Museums  and  The 
ABCs  of  Collections  Care. 

Those  who  are  unfamiliar  with  the  methods  and 
techniques  involved  in  the  use  of  the  products 
described  are  urged  to  consult  a  museum 
conservator  or  other  experienced  museum 
professional.  Care,  handling  and  preventive 
conservation  practices  vary  from  one  artifact  to 
another  and  expert  advice  will  ensure  that 
proper  and  appropriate  techniques  are  used. 


More  than  140  companies  located  in  Alberta 
were  contacted  in  compiling  this  directory.  All 
were  asked  to  submit  a  catalogue  or  product  list 
and  confirmation  of  their  address.  The 
companies  which  responded  are  the  ones 
included  in  this  directory. 

It  is  understandable  that  directories  such  as  this 
will  unintentionally  overlook  some  suppliers.

Humidity  &  Temperature 

Humidifier 

Helps  maintain  adequate  relative  humidity. 
Recommended  models  will  have  a  revolving 
drum,  rheostat  switch  and  sensor  for  automatic 
shut-off  at  certain  humidity  levels.  Nortec 
humidifiers  are  especially  recommended  for 
conservation  purposes.

Solar  Control  Film 

These  films  are  designed  to  reduce  the  amount 
of  heat,  light  and  ultraviolet  radiation  entering  a 
window.  Ensure  that  your  supplier  provides  a 
film  with  at  least  97%  U.V.  filtering.  Also 
useful  on  display  cases.  However,  note  that 
direct  sunlight,  even  when  filtered,  can  damage 
some  museum  objects.

These 
will  detect  motion  or  body  heat  and  activate  an 
alarm  or  exterior  lights,  providing  added 
security  at  a  very  inexpensive  price.

The  head  of  these  screws  and  bolts  requires  a 
special  hex  wrench  or  screwdriver  for  removal. 
Greatly  reduces  the  possibility  of  tampering.

This  fume  extraction  system  consists  of  an 
adjustable  arm  attached  to  a  fume  extracting 
hood.  The  arm  design  allows  it  to  be  mounted 
on  walls,  ceilings,  floors  and  workbenches.  It 
can  be  connected  to  individual  fans  or  a 
centralized  system.  The  advantage  of  this 
system  is  that  the  fume  extractor  can  be  moved 
to  the  work  location  rather  than  working  in  the 
confined  space  of  the  conventional  fume  hood. 
This  system  is  more  practical  and  considerably 
less  expensive  than  others.

The  Collections 


The  collections  are  the  core  of  any  museum  and 
the  proper  care  and  management  of  the 
collections  is  the  most  vital  long  term 
responsibility  of  the  museum.  The  products  in 
this  section  can  assist  museums  in  their 
collections  related  duties. 


Artifact  Numbering 

Cable  Ties 

Sometimes  known  as  Tyrap  tags,  this  plastic 
cable  is  available  in  4",  7"  and  11"  lengths  with 
a  1/4"  width.  Once  the  end  has  been  passed 
through  the  buckle  it  must  be  cut  to  be 
removed.  Excellent  for  tagging  large  artifacts 
such  as  furniture  and  machinery.

Liquitex,  Rhoplex  A-33 

Acrylic  medium,  available  in  gloss  or  matte. 
Used  in  applying  paper  number  labels  to  certain 
types  of  artifacts.

Museum  Storage 

Cabinets,  Storage 

Note:  Bottom  shelves  should  be  at  least  six 
inches  above  the  floor.  Shelves  should  be 
padded  with  ethafoam,  and  plastic  or  cotton 
curtains  should  be  made  for  all  units  to  protect 
artifacts  from  dust,  light  and  water  damage. 

Art-Map  Storage  Cabinets 

Horizontal  filing  cabinets  designed  for  the  dust 
proof  filing  and  storage  of  large  documents, 
photographs,  prints,  etc.  They  are  usually  5-10 
drawer  units  which  are  stackable.  In  some  cases 
bases  must  be  ordered  separately.

Storage  Systems 

High  Density  Mobile  Storage  Systems 

These  systems  are  designed  to  maximize 
storage  space.  Shelves  and  cupboards  run  on 
tracks  allowing  access  aisles  to  be  created 


wherever  needed.  Designed  for  museum  or 
archival  collections;  artifacts  may  need  special 
packaging  to  prevent  damage  caused  by 
movement,  vibration  and  shock.  While  the 
initial  cost  is  high,  these  types  of  storage 
systems  will  sometimes  outlive  the  buildings 
they  are  installed  in.

shelving,  trays  and  as  custom  built  boxes.  Its 
depth  of  14.2"  can  be  used  where  4  mm 
Coroplast  is  understrength  and  wood  products 
are  unsuitable.

Localized  Environmental  Controls 

Activated  Charcoal  Cloth  (ACC) 
Activated  Charcoal  Cloth  is  composed  of  100% 
activated  charcoal  in  a  textile  form  which 
allows  it  to  be  cut,  sewn  and  bonded  to  other 
materials.  This  provides  considerable  flexibility 
in  storage  and  display  applications. 

ACC  will  absorb  vapours  and  pollutants 
present  in  the  general  atmosphere  as  well  as 
reducing  humidity.  The  most  common 
application  is  in  retarding  metal  corrosion,  but 
ACC  is  also  effective  with  paintings,  books  and 
papers.  Available  in  95  cm  wide  rolls  or  cut  to 
size  according  to  customer  specifications.

Silica  Gel 

This  is  a  chemical  desiccant.  Standard  grades 
can  absorb  40%  of  their  weight  of  water. 
Colorless  Silica  Gel  will  show  no  change  when 
saturated;  Blue  Silica  Gel  will  fade  to  pink 
when  saturated.  Both  types  can  be  reused  after 
drying/  conditioning. 
Note:  Do  not  place  in  direct  contact  with 
artifacts.

Zerust 

Zerust  Vapour  Capsules  are  volatile  corrosion 
inhibitors  designed  to  protect  metallic  surfaces 
within  an  airtight  enclosure  against  corrosion. 
Various  models  of  Zerust  provide  a  radius  of 
protection  from  1-6  ft.  with  up  to  a  two  year 
life  span.

Water  Detector 

Sold  under  the  name  of  Water  Alert,  this  dome- 
shaped  unit  will  sound  an  alarm  if  water 
touches  its  sensor.  Batteries  will  operate  the 
alarm  for  24  hours.

Care  of  Paper,  Photographic  Prints  and 
Negatives 

Note:  Most  wood  pulp  papers  produced  today 
are  inherently  acidic.  This  means  they  will 
eventually  break  down,  as  well  as  contributing 
to  the  deterioration  of  the  materials  they  are  in 
contact  with.  Lignin  is  the  acidic  agent  in  this 
process.  Papers  which  have  the  lignin  removed 
are  termed  acid-free  or  unbuffered  acid-free. 
The  pH  of  this  type  of  paper  is  7. 

Buffered  acid-free  papers  have  been 
impregnated  with  alkali  resulting  in  a  pH  of 
about  8.5.  This  process  takes  into  account  the 
possible  introduction  of  acids  from  outside 
sources  such  as  the  air.  The  buffering  agents 
result  in  a  longer  lasting  paper. 

Archival  Storage  Boxes 

Note:  There  are  many  companies  which  carry 
archival  supplies.  This  list  contains  only  the 
basic  types  of  boxes  and  average  sizes.  All  are 
acid-free  and  range  in  pH  from  7.5-8.5.  Board 
thickness,  actual  sizes  and  minimum  order  size 
will  vary  with  each  company.  For  specific 
information  phone  or  write  suppliers  for  a 
catalogue  or  contact  Museum  Services. 


Archival  Document  Cases 
One-piece  construction  with  a  hinged  lid. 
Some  types  are  available  with  metal  reinforced 
edges,  pull  strings  or  handles  and  in  two  sizes: 
letter  (12  1/4"  x  10  1/4"  x  5")  and  legal  15  1/4" 
X  10  1/4"  x  5").

Archival  Storage  Boxes

Most  common  sizes  are 
12  1/4"  x  10  1/4"  to  17  1/4"  x  1 1  1/2"  ranging 
in  depth  from  1  3/4"  to  3".
